Sanitary  Report  for  1909. 


BELPER  RURAL  DISTRICT. 


To  the  Belper  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mr.  Vice-Chairman,  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Fourth  Annual  Report  dealing  with  the  Vital 
Statistics  of  the  thirty  parishes  which  comprise  the  area  of  the 
Rural  District. 

There  has  been  a decrease  in  the  number  of  births.  In  1908  the 
number  of  births  registered  was  607  ; in  1909  the  births  registered 
was  577. 

There  has  been  a slight  decrease  of  deaths  from  all  causes.  In 

1908  the  total  number  of  deaths  registered  was  276;  in  the  year 

1909  the  total  number  of  deaths  registered  was  274. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever.  There  were  only  two 
deaths  from  Diphtheria.  The  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria 
were  of  a mild  type. 

I am  happy  to  state  that  there  were  only  15  deaths  from  Cancer 
in  1909  as  against  24  in  1908. 

Eleven  deaths  occurred  in  1909  from  Phthisis,  and  6 from  other 
Tuberculous  diseases,  making  a total  of  17,  as  against  19  in  1908. 
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Scarlet  Fever. 


57  cases  were  notified  in  1909,  as  against  7 in  1908,  and  33  in 
1907.  They  were  all  of  a very  mild  variety  and  recovered.  No 
deaths.  Torty-two  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  fifteen 
were  nursed  at  home. 

Crick.  31  cases.  For  several  years  past  there  has  been  an 
epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  this  parish,  x^arying  in  intensity,  shoitly 
after  the  Fair,  which  is  held  about  October  10th.  Up  to  26th 
October,  1909,  only  Hvo  cases  were  notified  ; after  that  date  to  the 
end  of  the  year,  29.  This  seems  to  prove  that  the  disease  is  im- 
ported from  other  districts. 

Darley  Abbey.  1 case.  No  history. 

Denby.  2 cases.  1 case  was  believed  to  have  been  imported  from 
Heanor.  The  patient  was  a nursemaid  in  a family  at  Heanor,  and 
had  been  nursing  a child  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever.  She  went 
home  to  Denby  poorly  on  Saturday,  19th  June  ; the  doctor  was 
called  in  on  21st  June,  and  diagnosed  Scarlet  Fever.  Patient 
removed  to  Hospital,  22nd  June.  In  the  other  case  there  was  no 
history.

Several  Schools  had  to  be  closed  on  account  of  serious  outbreaks 
of  this  disease,  which  in  many  cases  was  complicated  with 
Pneumonia. 


Whooping  Cough. 


11  deaths.  This  disease  was  very  prevalent,  and,  as  in  the  case 
of  Measles,  was  complicated  with  Pneumonia.  Several  Schools  had 
to  be  closed.  6 deaths  occurred  under  1 year  ; 5 between  1 and 
5 years  of  age. 

Denby,  4 deaths  ; Defliick,  Lea,  and  Holloway,  1 death  ; Du f field, 
1 death  ; Horsley  Woodliouse,  3 deaths  ; Kilbourne,  2 deaths. 


Phthisis  and  other  Tubercular  Diseases. 


11  deaths  occurred  in  1909  from  Phthisis,  and  6 from  other 
Tuberculous  diseases — 17  ; as  against  19  in  1908,  16  in  1907,  and 
23  in  1906.  This  is  a slight  improvement.

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  6cc. 


These  are  inspected  from  time  to  time,  and  a very  high  standard 
of  cleanliness  is  required.  The  Inspector  reports  a few  defaulters 
as  regards  proper  sweeping  of  sheds.  Two  hundred  and  fifty-four 
inspections  were  made,  and  forty-four  infringements  \vere  dealt  with. 

The  Regulations  came  into  operation  in  1888,  and  it  is  advisable 
that  these  be  revised,  and  brought  up  to  date. 

I believe  that  the  condition  of  the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds,  under 
the  Helper  Rural  District  Council,  will  compare  very  favourably 
with  other  districts.  This  is  perhaps  owing  to  the  rigid  inspection 
Inspector  Bould  and  I give  ; but,  at  the  same  time,  I must  say  that 
we  have  no  trouble  with  the  farmers,  who  are  always  most  willing 
to  give  Inspector  Bould  and  myself  any  assistance. 
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Public  Works. 


We  are  very  niucli  nearer  to  the  completion  of  the  water  scheme 
for  Denby,  Kilhourne,  Horsley,  Horsley  W ooclhouse,  and  Smalle\ , 
which  was  such  a trouble  to  my  predecessor  and  myself.  I hope  in 
my  next  Annual  Report  to  announce  the  completion  of  the  scheme. 
Mr.  Cordon,  our  Surveyor,  is  preparing  a sewage  scheme  for  the 
parish  of  Crich. 


Slaughter-Houses. 

Inspection  of  Meat.  From  time  to  time  shops  and  slaughter- 
houses are  visited,  and  meat  therein  inspected,  and  the  quality  is 
found  to  be  very  good,  owing  to  the  rigid  inspection. 

There  are  31  licensed  or  registered  slaughter-houses  in  the  district. 
New  licenses  granted,  1 ; applications  refused,  1 ; Prosecution  for 
using  unlicensed  slaughter-house,  1.  A conviction  was  obtained,  and 
a penalty  of  £5  imposed.  As  far  as  possible  the  slaughter-houses 
are  visited  at  times  of  slaughtering,  but  as  this  is  such  a large 
district,  and  the  slaughter-houses  so  far  apart,  and  the  butchers  n )t 
killing  at  regular  periods,  no  hard  and  fast  system  of  visitation  can 
be  carried  out.  The  Inspector  has  not  the  special  meat  certificate, 
but  has  received  a special  training  in  the  inspection  of  Meat  and 
other  foods. 


Tuberculosis  and  Milk  Supply. 


The  London  County  Council,  and  the  Sheffield  and  Manchester 
Ccrporations,  take  samples  of  milk  for  tuberculosis  from  supplies  of 
milk  from  this  district,  and  should  the  sample  give  a positive  result 
their  Veterinary  Inspectors  come  over  and  examine  the  cows 
clinically.  If  any  cow  is  certified  as  tuberculous,  the  milk  from 
that  particular  cow  is  not  mixed  with  other  milk.  The  suspected 
cow  is  fattened  up  and  disposed  of,  or  taken  to  a market  and  sold 
To  what  extent  the  cows  were  affected,  or  whether  they  were  really 
so  suffering,  there  is  no  means  of  ascertaining,  as  no  notice  is 
required  to  be  given  before  the  disposal  of  the  animals.  None  of 
the  animals  certified  were  of  the  screw  or  waster  type. 
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Tuberculous  Curcases,  Sc.  Two  carcases  and  three  beasts 
livers  were  seized  and  destroyed.  A prosecution  for  a diseased  liver 
was  unsuccessful. 


Scavenging. 


The  removal  and  disposal  of  ashes  and  night  soil  is  carried  out 
(per  contracts)  in  the  following  parishes  : 

Duffield  Special  Drainage  District ; 

Dethick,  Lea,  and  Holloway  ; 

Kilbourne  ; 

South  Wingfield. 

The  removal  of  refuse  is  done  by  estate  workmen  at  Darley 
Abbey  and  Hilford.  Refuse  tips  are  needed  for  the  parishes  of 
Crich  and  Horsley  Woodhouse. 

This  concludes  my  Report  for  1909.  I must  express  my  thanks 
for  assistance  rendered  me  by  the  Officials  of  the  Council,  Mr.  Pym 
(the  Clerk),  and  the  Officers  generally,  but  especially  to  Inspector 
Hould.

The  principal  work  is  Framework  Knitting,  Chevening,  and 
Seaming. 

No  Infectious  diseases  occurred  in  their  houses. 


Other  matters. 

On  receipt  of  intimation  from  His  Majesty’s  Inspector  of  any 
defect  remedial  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  the  matter  has 
received  immediate  attention.  His  Majesty’s  Inspector  has  been 
notified  of  failure  to  fix  Abstracts,  or  other  infringements  of  the 
Factory  and  Workshops  Act.

Gentlemen. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1909. 

"Phis  is  the  eighth  I liave  had  the  pleasure  of  presenting  to  you, 
and  like  its  predecessors,  contains  only  a short  account  of  those 
matters  which  have  received  my  attention. 

Although  the  season  was  very  much  against  the  execution  of 
outside  sanitary  work,  I am  pleased  to  report  a great  number  of 
structural  defects  dealt  with.  As  regards  the  removal  of  manure 
and  other  offensive  matters,  there  has  been  great  difficulty,  owing 
to  the  wet  condition  of  the  land  on  which  it  is  necessarily  disposed  of. 

The  particulars  of  the  various  branches  of  Sanitation  are  given 
under  the  respective  headings  to  which  they  belong.

A summary  of  defects  remedied,  nuisances  abated,  &c.,  is  given 
at  the  end  of  the  Report.  Si.x  houses  were  closed  as  unfit  for 
human  habitation — Ashleyhay  1,  Denby  1,  Horsley  Woodhouse  1, 
Pentrich  1,  and  South  Wingfield  2. 


Dairies,  Cowsheds,  8lc. 


There  are  236  Registered  Cowkeepers  in  your  District,  36  of 
which  were  registered  during  the  year;  17  were  struck  off  the 
register. 

Although  254  Inspections  were  recorded,  this  does  not  include 
repeat  visits,  when  an  infringement  of  the  Regulations,  &c.,  has 
been  discovered. 

There  were  44  infringements  of  Regulations  rectified.  As 
regards  defective  drainage,  this  is  dealt  with  as  an  ordinary  nuisance 
under  the  Public  Plealth  Act,  and  particulars  are  included  in  the 
Summary. 

It  is  difficult  to  suggest  a standard  as  regards  air  space  recjuired 
per  cow  in  a District  like  the  Helper  Rural.  In  s une  parts  of  the 
District  600  cubic  feet,  with  good  ventilation,  and  the  sheds  well 
lighted  would  appear  sufficient.  In  the  exposed  and  bleak  parts 
such  as  Ashleyhay,  Alderwasley,  and  Shuttle,  it  is  very  doubtful  if 
600  cubic  feet  is  necessary  to  keep  the  cattle  in  a sound  healthy 
condition. 

Most  of  the  cows  are  turned  out  once  or  twice  daily  for  water 
and  exercise. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  adaj^t  some  of  the  old  cowsheds  to  modern 
requirements,  and  each  must  be  dealt  with  on  its  merits,  and  im- 
provements are  gradually  being  made.  There  are  many  well 
constructed  cowsheds  in  your  District. 

As  your  District  is  a large  milk  providing  centre,  a very  high 
standard  of  cleanliness  should  be  maintained.  There  are  a few  cow- 
keepers  who  do  not  attach  sufficient  importance  to  this,  whilst  the 
majority  strive  to  keep  every  place  clean  and  wholesome  ; I suggest 
that  an  example  be  made  of  one  or  two  who  require  repeated 
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warnings.  It  is  a disgusting  sight  to  see  a herd  of  cows  plastered  on 
back  and  sides  with  filth,  wliich,  when  dry,  is  bound  to  find  its  way 
into  the  milk  can  during  milking  operations. 

Proceedings  were  taken  in  one  instance  for  bad  drainage. 

Magistrate’s  order  was  obtained,  and  the  work  done. 

Several  notices  were  received  from  the  London  County  Council 
certifying  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  \’eterinary  Inspector,  certain 
cows  were  suft'ering  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  udder.  None  of  the 
cows  certified  were  of  the  screw  or  waster  class,  in  fact,  some  of  them 

were  worth  from  £ 15  to  £li)  eacli. 

\ 

As  it  is  most  difficult  to  diagnose  tubercular  disease  of  the  udder 
by  mere  clinical  e.xamination,  the  London  County  Council  have 
been  asked  to  state  in  any  future  certificates  if  a sample  of  the  milk 
of  the  animal  certified  has  been  submitted  to  biological  examination. 


Disinfection. 


In  all  cases  of  Notifiable  Infectious  Disease  this  has  been  done 
with  Formalin  or  Sulphur. 

Two  public  schools  were  disinfected  after  Scarlet  Fever. 

Disinfecting  fluid  and  powder  were  supplied  in  all  necessary 
cases. 


Food. 


Shops  and  premises,  where  the  food  of  man  was  deposited  for 
sale  or  in  preparation  for  sale,  were  frequently  visited.  Articles  of 
food  on  hawkers’  carts  were  also  examined,  and  on  the  whole  found 
good. 

Three  beasts’  li\-ers  were  seized  and  destroyed.

Scavenging. 


The  removal  of  nightsoil  is  now  done  before  8 a.m.  at  blolloway. 

Urban  powers  have  been  obtained  as  regards  scavenging  for  Hol- 
brook. A good  refuse  tip  has  been  obtained  at  Bargate.  I'he  old 
refuse  tip,  “Sand  Hollows”  (for  many  years  a disgrace  to  the  parish) 
is  now  closed.  The  new  tip  has  been  properly  fenced  oft',  so  that 
cattle  cannot  pick  up  deleterious  matter. 

The  refuse  tip  at  Duffield  has  also  been  fenced  round. 

Urban  powers  have  been  obtained  as  regards  scavenging  of 
Horsley  Woodhouse.  It  is  suggested  by  the  Parish  Council  that 
depots  be  obtained  for  the  temporary  deposit  of  tin  cans  and  other 
rubbish  of  no  nominal  value,  and  a permanent  tip  be  provided.  There 
appears  to  be  a great  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  latter  at  reasonable 
cost. 

The  old  pond  at  the  side  of  the  highway  is  not  now  used  for  the 
deposit  of  rubbish. 
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Slaughter-Houses. 


The  licenses  of  all  slaughter-houses  in  use  at  31st  December  have 
been  renewed  for  one  year. 

There  are  3 1 on  the  register  ; new  licenses  granted,  1 ; change  of 
occupiers,  1 ; applications  refused,  1 ; closed  during  the  year,  1. 

Proceedings  were  taken  in  one  instance  for  using  unlicensed 
premises,  and  the  full  penalty,  was  imposed.

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Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907. 


I would  respectfully  advise  your  Council  to  consider  the  provisions 
of  Sect.  34  to  51  inclusive,  Sanitary  Provisions,  Part  IIP,  with  a 
view  to  adoption  of  the  same.  The  sections  contain  some  very 
useful  provisions,  such  as  : 

Protection  of  water  supply  from  contamination. 

Prevention  of  dampness  to  dwellings  from  defective  spouts,  earth 
banks,  &c. 

Prevention  of  rain  water  spouts  as  ventilators. 

Provision  of  proper  closet  accommodation. 

Examination  and  testing  of  drains,  &c. 

Provision  of  urinals,  and  removal  of  those  offensive  to  public 
decency. 

Filling  up,  &c.,  of  offensive  cesspools. 

Provision  of  sinks  and  drains. 

This  Act  is  adoptive,  and  I believe  due  notice  has  already  been 
given  of  the  intention  to  apply  to  the  L.  G.  Bd.,  for  an  Order  to  put 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  into  force.
